An anouyaoua talk in Spanish affix sag that Guatemala has been Invaded 
by "armed gangs* paid and directed by Washington 8 which la prepared to 
"adopt any means* to overthrow the Arbens regime* Zhurbin peasants that 
the propc&al to transfer the Guatemala case from the Oh Security Counoil 
to the PazHUaeriean organisation was lust another Aaeriaan maneuver 
designed to keep the USSR. out of all discussions, since the U«S* actually 
controls the lateraaerioan body* 

The only report on eotual military operations in Guatemala is 
contained in a Mew Xork item* whioh cites Guatemala's Foreign Minister's 
declaration in an Interview that the Arlene Government is supported by the 
Awy, workers* and peasants* 

Another Mew Xork report, transmitted by "TASS" to Europe, telle of 
the Scviet-Aseriean clash at the Security Council over the suggested 
tranefer of the Guatemala issue to the QAS* Ledge* having "lost his 
•elf-oontarol,* defended that the Soviet Union "stay out of this hemi- 
sphere, 8 but it was the Soviet veto that saved Guatemala from the 
U *S«-controlled Pan-Araerloan organisation*

IdLoenciate Alejandro Valladares, the daily "El Greolete,* 
which you direct, has toon publishing reports on Guatemalan oitisens 
who have sought asylum in Honduras and here taken up residence in 
Tegucigalpa, In these editions it has been stated that these 
Guatemalan citizens are using Honduran territory as a base of operation 
for their activities, and core specifically, of carrying out military 
operations at the Guatemalan border* 

In this respect, I wish to point out that the Honduran 
Ocvermeat has instructed civil and military authorities to adopt 
measures to avert the violation of the security of Honduras* 

III relation to the above, on June 21, Carlos Castillo Arose, 
who is considered the chief of the Guatemalan opposition forces, was 
called into this Secretariat* a office, and he was warned that Honduras 
will not tolerate the violation of its national security either by 
his or by hia parti sana* Ho was further warned that asy failure to 
comply with this warning will result in his expulsion from the national 
territory. 

The Honduran people can be assured that the Government will 
take every measure to maintain and respect its complete neutrality

(JEsaorpta) Vfe Hava had the opportunity to hear the long speech 
sade by Guatemalan President Jaoobo Arbans on thine 20. 

Arbens called several foreign governments "aggressors, w end 
specifically included Honduras and Kicaragua in hia charge* 13* also 
charged that several of the pianos which hod violated Guateaalan 
territory | and thus violating her national sovereignty, p ro ce e ded 
Item Honduras and Hioaragua* 

For its part, Rondure a has steadfastly saintainad its neutrality 
ae has bee® stated by Foreign Minister Dr* J, E, 7aleaja»la, in a 
letter to the director of the daily «S1 Cronista," of June 18*
